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aahn Rejections - 35 U.S. C. § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections imder this section made in this Ofiice action: 

2. A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S. C. § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this titlc> if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be n^atived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Giannetti et al., U.S.R 4,864,006 or Abusleme et al., U.S.P. 
5,498,680 or Abusleme et al., EPO 625,526. 

The claims are rejected for reasons of record and applicant's arguments are not persuasive 
due to the following response. 

The essence of applicants arguments are focused on the "molecular weights of surfactants 
and about its effect on the purity of polyvinylidenefluoride". The references of record teach same 
overall compositions including surfactants and examiner earnesdy believes that the argued property 
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of molecular weight of surfactant and subsequent purity of polyvinylidenefluoride would necessarily 

be inherent The burden therefore shifts to applicant to show that the claims recite a product that 

is neither the same nor obvious over the references; In reFilt^erald et al. 205 USPQ 594. 

Furthermore, applicant alleges that the microemulsion surfactants of Giannetti (Q.S.P. 

4,864,006) are the same ones as comparative examples 2 and 3 shown in the tables 2 and 3 in the 

specification. Examiner disagrees because note the recitation of claim 1 by applicant vis-a-vis 

Giannetti's example 1 at column 6, line 35 to bottom - whereby Giannetti also shows the molecular 

weight within the claimed range at line 39. Thus Giannetti does indeed anticipate the claims.
